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OFFICIAL  REPORTS. 
A  casual  comparison  of  the  reports  of  the 
debate  on  the  budget  on  the  13  th  inst.,  as 
given  in  th&Diario  Official  Arid  (he  Jomal  do 
Cownereio  on  the  following  day,  develops 
the  circumstance  that  we  have  no  official  and 
trustworthy  record  of  proceedings  in  the 
national  legislature.  We  had  been  accus- 
tomed to  look  to  the  Diana  Official  for  a 
full  and  accurate  report  of  the  debates  be- 
cause of  the  official  and  favored  position 
which  it  occupies,  and  because  of  the  im- 
partiality and  care  which'  are  exercised  by 
its  counterparts  in  other  countries,  The 
necessity  of  such  reports  are  well  known. 
If  there  can  be  no  general  and  trustworthy 
knowledge  of  the  proceedings  of  legislatures 
elected  by  popular  vote  then  the  element 
of  representation  in  government  becomes  a 
hollow  farce.  As  long  as  legislators  pretend 
to  represent  the  people,  just  so  long  must 
their  acts  and  purposes  be  open  for  public 
inspection,  otherwise  there  can  be  no  ad- 
equate ch'eck  upon  the  tendencies  or  ex- 
cesses of  the  government.  As  the  statesmen  of 
Brazil  are  accustomed  to  lay  great  stress  upon 
the  liberality  and  popular  character  Of  their 
political  institutions,  this  slight  matter  of 
thorough  publicity  in  the  proceedings  of  the 


General  Assembly  becomes  a  question  of 
no  slight  importance, 

In  another  sense  the  correctness  of  these 
reports  is  a  matter  of  vital  concern.  Not 
only  is  it  essential  that  foreigners  shall  have 
an  accurate  knowledge  of  the  political  history 
and  tendencies  of  Brazil  as  a  matter  of  gen- 
eral interest,  but  it  is  a  matter  of  special 
interest  because  of  the  commercial  and 
financial  relations  between  the  merchants 
and  capitalists  of  those  countries  and  the 
people  of  tins  great  empire.  Brazil  is  a 
country  yet  undeveloped,  and  for  many 
years -to  oome  her  people  must  be  largely 
dependent  upon  the  older  countries  of 
Europe.  It  will  be  generations  before  her 
industries  will  be  sufficiently  developed  to 
render  her  independent  of  fureign  mills, 
forges  and  workshops;  it  will  be  generations 
before  her  people  will  have  accumulated 
sufficient  wealth  and  her  revenue  will  have 
attained  such  proportions,  as  to  render  her 
independent  of  foreign  capital,  In  the 
meantime- therefore  her  every-day  history 
must  be  an  open  page  for  the  perusal  of 
every  man  whose  savings  are  invested  here. 
We  claim  for  these  people,  whoever  and 
wherever  they  are,  the  benefit  of  the  fullest 
and  most  impartial  record  of  the  legislative 
history  of  the  country. 

To  Illustrate  the  subject  more  fully  we 
append  brief  extracts  from  the  reports  above 
mentioned.  The  extracts  cover  but  a  small 
part  of  the  debate,  but  as  they  show  the 
diverse  character  of  the  two  reports  and  afford 
a  glimpse  into  a  subject  of  great  interest  to 
the  general  reader,  we  give  as  close  an  En- 


glish translation  of  them  as   it 
make.

questioned  right  to  demand  that  it  shall  be 
full  and  trustworthy,  Instead  of  this  we 
find  the  reports  of  ministerial  speeches  full 
and  elaborate,  while  those  of  the  opposition 
are  often  condensed  and  toned  down.  On 
the  other  hand,  it  is  evident  that  the  Jomal 
takes  the  very  opposite  course,  giving  in  full 
those  discussions  which  reflect  most  severely 
on  the  government,  and  condensing  those 
which  are  strongest  in  iLs  favor.  The  proof 
of  this  lies  in  the  very  discussion  from  which 
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In  his  speech  on  the  budget,  on  the 
1st  instant,  the  minister  oi  finance  said 
that  the  new  tariff  will  go  into  execution 
on  the  1st  of  January  next  and  will  give 
an  increased  revenue.  In  subsequent  dis- 
cussions it  has  been  asserted  that  there  will 
be  a  general  elevation  in  the  tariff  rates, 
From  these  detached  statements  it  may 
be  inferred  that  the  government  proposes 
to  try  still  farther  the  mistaken  policy  of 
advancing  duties  in  order  to  realize  a 
greater  revenue,  The  error  of  such  a  policy 
lies  in  the  simple  fact  that  when  the  cost 
of  an  article  becomes  greatly  enhanced, 
either  through  advanced  cost  of  production 
or  excessive  taxation,  its  consumption  at 
once  diminishes.  If  the  Brazilian  govern- 
ment proposes  to  adopt  the  protective  policy 
in  its  broadest  sense  then  this  exceSsive 
taxation  on  imports  is  just  what  it  wants ; 
but  if  it  wants  an  increased  revenue  then  it 
should  seek  to  increa.se  consumption  through 
decreased  rates. 


Owing  to  the  very  limited  rainfall  the 
supply  of  water  has  again  become  totally 
insufficient  for  the  necessities  of  this  city, 
Complaints  are!  made  from  all  parts  of  the 
city,  not  only  of  the  scarcity,  but  of  bad 
administration  and,  in  some  localities,  of 
impure  water.  We  are  now,  entering  the 
hot  season  when  every  precaution  should 
be  taken  to  preserve  the  health  of  the  city. 
It  is  dangerous  to  continue  with  so  small  a 
supply  of  water; .it  is  worse  to  have  it  tainted 
and  badly  distributed.  This  is  a  matter 
which  the  city  authorities  can  not  afford  to 
disregard  nor  delay.  The  failure  to  connect 
with  the  new  works  is  grave,  will  no)  the 
authorities  try  it  again?  And,  moreover, 
will  they  not  try  to  check  all  waste?  We 
know  of  places  where  great  quantities  of 
water  are  wasted  every  day  through  defective 
pipes— a  loss  which  we  can  not  afford  at 
such  a  time  as  this,  Besides,  will  not  the 
authorities  give  us  a  daily  report  of  the 
quantity  supplied  and  in  deposit,  so  that 
there  may  be  some  data  by  which  to  gauge 
its  use?  It  is  an  unwise  policy  to  con- 
ceal these  important  facts,  because,  the 
intelligent  cooperation  of  the  people  is 
always  a  vital  necessity  in  such  cases.  We 
want  the  figures,  and  then  we  want  an 
economical  and  impartial  administration  of 
the  supply. 

Through  the  death  of  Conselliciro  Dom- 
ingos  de  Souza  Leilo,  Barao  de  Villa  Bella. 
on  the  morning  of  the  iSih  inst.,  Brazil  has 
lost  one  of  her  most  liberal  and  intelligent 
statesman.  He  was  born  in  the  parish  of 
Cimbres,  province  of  Pernambuco,  on  the 
1 6th  of  December,  181S,  and  was  graduated 
in  law  at  the  academy  ufOlinda,  Portugal, 
in  1839.  Belonging  to  one  of  the  most 
influential  families  in  his  native  province, 
his  entrance  and  advancement  in  politics 
followed  as  a  natural  result.  In  politics  he 
was  a  liberal,  and  was  for  many  years  one 
of  the  leaders  of  that  parly  in  his  province. 
He  was  elected  a  deputy  to  the  General  As- 
sembly in  1851,  and  was  re-elected  twice 
since  that  time,  He  also  occupied  at  dif- 
ferent periods  in  his  political  career  the  im- 
portant positions  of  vice-president  and  pres- 
ident of  his  province,  and  on  the  formation 
of  the  present  cabinet  January  5,  1S78,  he 
was  entrusted  with  the  portfolio  of  foreign  ar- 
fairs  which  he  held  until  within  a  few 
months  since  when  he,  together  with  Snr. 
Silveira  Martins,  retired  because  of  the  refusal 


of  their  colleagues  to  cany  out  the  entire 
libera!  programme  in  regard  to  the  grant- 
ing of  full  political  rights  to  non-catholics. 
In  his  private  and  official  relations  he  was 
highly  esteemed  for  his  geniality  and  intel- 
ligence. Although  one  of  the  ablest  states- 
men of  his  time  his  modesty  and  cultivated 
tastes  kept  him  in  the  background,  while 
men  less  capable  and  scrupulous  forced 
themselves  into  a  greater  notoriety  than  was 
ever  bestowed  upon  him,  To  those  who 
best  appreciate  the  real  needs  of  Brazil  his 
loss  will  occasion  the  keenest  regret,  for 
upon  the  few  men  of  his  culture  and  breadth 
of  view  which  are  in  public  life  to-day, 
depends  the  true  development  of  this  great 
empire. 


In  other  great  cities  the  boot-black  and 
news-boy  have  long  been  looked  upon  with 
feelings  of  charity  and  encouragement.  So- 
cieties have  been  organized  to  look  after 
them,  spacious  buildings  have  been  erected 
for  their  shelter  and  education,  and  char- 
itable people  have  given  moi,t  generously 
toward  the  support  of  .these  institutions 
and  toward  the  settlement  of  the  boys  in 
other  avocations.  It  is  understood  that  these 
two  callings  specially  belong  to  the  poorest 
classes',  as  neither  of  them  requires  much 
capital,  and  neither  of  them  affords  more 
than  a  scanty  livelihood.  Everyone  who 
lias  visited  the  Newsboys  Home  in  New 
York  —  and  the  Emperor  examined  it 
with  great  interest  during  his  visit  to  the 
United  Slates  —  can  not  help  being  pro- 
foundly impressed  with  the  worthiness  of 
this  charity  and  the  great  good  accomplish- 
ed through  it.  A  more  efficient  agency 
against  vagrancy  and  crime  can  not  be 
found,  and  aside  from  the  charitable  impulse 
to  which  it  owes  its  origin,  it  has  been 
found  of  the  highest  benefit  in  a  purely 
administrative  point  of  view.  In  strong 
contrast  with  this  wise  and  humane  policy 
we  find  the  city  authorities  in  Rio  de  Ja- 
neiro imposing  a  license  tax  upon  the  hum- 
ble boot-black,  and,  what  is  still  worse, 
farming  out  this  tax  to  a  foreigner  with  a 
privilege  which  will  greatly  increase  the 
burden.  The  tax  can  not  amount  to  so 
large  a  sum  that  the  city  will  become 
embarrassed  without  it,  yet  it  is  sufficiently 
latere,  to  occasion  these  poorest  of  our  la- 
borers no  slight  hardship,  If  we  take  the 
statement  of  the  person  to  whom  this  tax 
is  farmed,  we  find  that  the  boot-black  will 
be  most  unjustly  taxed.  Sixty  milreis  per 
annum  1  What  learned  profession  pays  such 
an  amount?  What  business?  It  is  a  job 
which  should  shame  the  authorities  of  this 
city  into  a  prompt  repeal. 


Ovr  Brazilian  contemporaries,  both  in 
this  city  and  elsewhere,  will  pardon  us  if 
we  call  their  attention  to  a  few  plain  facts 
and  point  out  a  grave  neglect  of  duty  into 
which  they  have  fallen.  In  other  coun- 
tries the  newspaper  is  looked  upon,  not 
only  as  a  reflector  of  the  opinions  and 
events  of  the  day,  but  also  as  a  leade 
moulder  of  public  opinion,  a  guardian  of 
public  interests,  a  defender  of  public  rights, 
a  detective  and  denunciator  of  public  wrongs. 
It  can  not  be  claimed  that  every  influential 
journal  meets  this  ideal  in  all  respects,  for 
there  are  the  same  elements  of  corruption, 
mismanagement  and  indifference  in  this 
profession  as  in  all  others,  But  it  is  claimed 
that  it  is  the  duty  of  every  respectable  journal 
to  carefully  watch  over  the  interests  of  the 
people  and  to  use  every  means  at  its  disposal 
to  expose  and  overthrow  corruption.  If  the 
journalist  does  not  do  this  we  arc  compelled 
to  believe  that  he  is  either  ignorant  oi  the 
evil,  that  he  is  more  or  less  interested  in  it,  or 
that  he  is  inexcusably  indifferent  to  it.  In 
the  Senate  to-day  the  charges,  supported  by* 
documents,  against  the  administration  of  the 
relief  fund  in  the  northern  provinces  show 
an  unparalleled  state  of  corruption  and 
thievery— what  journal  has  attempted  to 
expose  and  denounce  it?  For  twenty  years 
a  powerful  mining  company  has  held  a  large 
number  of  freemen  in  illegal  slavery,  in 
violation  ol  Brazilian  law  and  the  com- 
monest instincts  of  humanity — what  jour- 
nalist has  published  the  wrong  and  demanded 
justice  for  the  poor  blacks?  Crimes  are 
committed  daily  in  every  part  of  the  empire, 
assassinations,  robberies,  every  violence  on 
the  criminal  calendar,  and  the  criminals 
who  are  rich  and  politically  influential,  like 
the  Uba  fazemieiro,  or  who  are  the  hench- 
men of  these  feudal  lords  ol  the  interior,  go 
unpunished,  while  those  who  are  poor t and 
friendless  are  subject  to  the  penalities  of  the 


law — what  newspaper  has  denounced  this 
venal  and  grossly  unjust  administration  of 
the  law?  Prominent,  members  ofthedast 
three  cabinets,  even  prime  ministers,  have 
been  Implicated  in  scandalous  commercial 
transactions,  and  have  escaped  both  trial 
and  punishment  through  the  unwarrant- 
able exercise  of  political  influences  — 
where  is  there  a  Journalistic  condemna- 
tion of  such  travesties  of  justice?  The 
commerce  of  one  of  the  most  prominent 
provinces  of  the  empire  is  diminishing  be- 
cause of  the  existence  of  a  dangerous  bar — 
where,  outside  of  the  Rio  Grande  journals, 
has  there  been  any  demands  made  for  im- 
mediate and  efficient  relief?'  Extensive  frauds 
have  been  discovered  from  time  to  time  in  the 
naval  department,  but  the  matter  has  always 
been  hushed  up  and  forgotten — where  is  the 
journal  which  has  examined  and  exposed  the 
evils?  The  municipal  government  of  the 
first  city  in  the  empire  is  notoriously  cor- 
rupt, so  much  so  that  honest  men  have  been 
obliged  to  leave  its  councils  because  they 
could  neither  prevent  nor  countenance  its 
practices—where  is  the  journal  which  has 
betrayed  the  slightest  interest  in  the  case? 
This  same  city  is  overrun  with  prostitution 
which  is  not  only  tolerated  but  is  openly 
countenanced  by  many  of  its  most  influen- 
tial men,  and  its  streets  have  become  so 
indecent  through  this  and  other  vile  sights 
that  a  man  can  not  take  his  wife  and  child- 
ren through  them  without  fear  and  shame 
— where  is  the  journal  which,  beyond  a  few 
rhetorical  excuses  and  remedies,  has  placed 
itself  in  opposition  to  tjjese  disgraceful  and 
degrading  practices?  In  short,  where  is  the 
journal  whose  editors  are  demanding  from 
day  to  day  an  honest  and  economical  gov- 
ernment, an  impartial  administration  of 
justice,  a  decent  observance  of  the  ethics  of 
individual  and  social  conduct?  It  should 
not  be  thought  that  we  have  exhausted  our 
list  of  instances  where  we  believe  that  our 
contemporaries  have  failed  to  perform  their- 
duty;  the  list  is  longer  than  our  columns. 
We  have  simply  culled  attention  to  a  few 
prominent  examples  in  all  of  which  the  in- 
fluence of  respectable  journals  rightly  ex- 
ercised would  have  produced  good  results. 
We  arc  not  over-estimating  the  influence  of 
the  newspaper ;  as  an  (independent  and  in- 
lelligent  guardian  of  public  integrity  and 
morals  its'  influence  h  unbounded,  We 
know  well  how  much  a  newspaper  can  do 
in  guiding  and  forming  public  opinion,  and 
we  know  also  how  potent  its  influence  can 
be  made  in  overthrowing  "rings"  and  frauds. 
The  good  work  accomplished  by  the  New 
York  Times  in  exposing  and  overthrowing 
the  Tweed  ring,  one  of  the  most  powerful' 
and  corrupt  combinations  ever  known,  can 
be  done  here  in  Rio  de.  Janeiro  ; — where  is 
the  journal  which  will  undertake  it?  We 
have  used  plain  words  in  this  matter,  for  the 
occasion  demands  them,  We  trust  that  our 
Brazilian  contemporaries-,  will   do  the  same.

This  compromise  re- 
port was  received  and  the  budget  entered  on  its 
third  reading  on  the  15th.  Other  amende 
offered  during  the  discussion,  one  of  which  repeals 
law  2,565,  of  May  29,  1875,  which  authorizes  the 
issue  of  paper  money  and  other  securities  ta 
extent  of  25,000,000$  in  aid  of  banks,  or  deposit. 
The  budget  was  then  passed  on  the  2 1st  with  but 
slight  modifications  on  the  compromise,  and  it  now 
goes  to  the  Chamber  for  its  concurrence  in  the 
amendments. 

— The  project  of  constitutional  reform  is  gradually 
approaching  a  crisis.-  The  report  of  the  Senate  com^ 
miltce,  which  was  presented  on  the  14th,  affirms  the 
right  of  all  branches  of  the  government  to  pass  upon 
llie  proposed  reforms,  while  the  ministry  holds 
that  this  power  lies  with  the  deputies.  The  com 
mittee  recommends,  therefore,  the  rejection  of  the 
bill  as  il  comes  from  the  Chamber  ofDeputies.  The 
lirsi  step  of  the  government  to  meet  this  decision  is 
the  publication  of  the  opinion  received  from  the 
Council  of  State ;  its  next  step  in  the  conflict  has  nut 
yet  been  developed, 

—In  the  discussion  of  the    budget  on  the  20th 
instant,  Senator  Jose  Bonifacio  called  attention  to  a 
point  which  seems  to  have  been  strangely  ignored  by 
all  the  disputants.     After  much  work  oii  the  estim 
the  minister  of  finance  and  the   Senate  finance 
committee,  by  adding  fictitious  receipts  to  one.side 
and  reducing  appropriations  'on  the  other  side  of  the 
nt,  had  secured  an  apparent  favorable  balance 
100,000$.    This  juggling   of  estimates    was 
sly  called  to  account  by  tbe  Sao  Paulo  senator, 
who  exposed  the  absurdity  of  such  a  balance  over 
dinary  expenditures  in  view  of  the  fact  that  not 
less  than  14,000,000$  have  already  been  set  aside  by 
tbe  committee  for  special  and  extraordinary  expen- 
tures,  leaving  an  actual  deficit  of  not  less  than 
!,  000,000$.    The  error  ofleaving  the  extraordinary 
:penditures  out  of  the  estimates  is  grave,  for  it  puts 
the  whole  matter  on  a  false  basis  and  confuses  all 
attempts  to  bring  some  agreement  into  the  receipts 
and  expenses  of  the  treasury.     Besides  that,  it  gives 
.lerly  false  impression  oi  the  financial  condition 
of  the  country.    Why  should  it  be  claimed  that  there 
will  be  a  favorable   balance   of  something  over  one-

Francisco  Jo'sd  de  Mourn  was 
found  dead  at  Bage,  Rio  Grande  do  Sill,  with  several 
wounds  in  various  parts  of  the  body,  in  the  house  of 
his  nephew,  Mnnoel  i.ucardo. 

Ihe  Brazilian  commission  for  determining  the 
boundary  line  between  Brazil  and  Venezuela,  now 
In  the  field,  is  said  to  be  suffering  greatly  from  fevers 
and  from  a  bit  of  tbe  ordinary  conveniences  of  lilc. 

—'llie  Cacapava  correspondent  of .  the  Corrcio 
Olercantiloi  Rio  Grande  writes  that  the  municipal- 
ity is  infested  by  a  gang  of  outlaws  who  are  murder- 
ing and  robbing  with  impunity.  One  man  named 
Zeferino,  of  Santo  Antonio,  was  recently  killed  in 
his  own  bouse  and  in  the  midst  of  his  family.  The 
writer  says  that  the  criminals  are  well  known,  but 
adds  "here  there  is  neither  Jaw  nor  justice."  - 

—  A  correspondent  of  the  Pn-aincia  de  S.  Paulo 
writing  from  Espirilo  Santo  do  Pinhal  says  :  The 
drouth  hat  drawn  ilself  out  to  a  frightful  length. 
Cattle  and  animals  are  dying  for  want  of  pasture, 
and  though  the  planting  season  is  far  advanced 
nothing  has  been  done.  Even  the  small  crops  of 
rice  and  complained  in  September  are  lost.  To 
complete  this  discouraging  slate  of  affair*  the  coffee 
plants  begin  to  feel  the  effects  cfihe  riroutl),  and 
Ihe  crop  of  1880  is  considered  to  be  already 
injured.  The  fire  too  has  destroyed  immense  ror- 
nd  cainposand  even  some  coffee  plantations. 
Fortunately  we  have  had  .1  heavy  rain  to-day  which 
lasted  from  three  o'clock  tih  five. 


Tnp  receipts  of  the  Suet  Canal  company  for 
1878  were  32,496,335  francs,  and  the  expenses  16,- 
897.750  francs.  After  deducting  the  statutory  re- 
serve and  paying  five  per  cent,  on  the  capital,  there 
remained  a  net  profit  of  3,639,109  francs.  During 
1S7S,  1,593  vessels,  with  a  tolaTtohnage  of  3,291,- 
535  '  ">ns,  passed  through,  and  the  receipjs  from  them 
were  31,098,229  francs.  The  average  tonnage  per 
vessel  was  2,066  tons..  Twenty-seven  vessels>draw- 
ing  more  than  seven  metres  passed  through  easily. 

Official  returns  show  that  during  the  twelve 
months  ending  June  30th,  141,931  immigrants 
arrived  at  this  port,  against  103,062  the  year  previous 
—again  of  38,869.  The  outlook  for  the  year  to 
come  is  even  more  favorable,  all  the  steamship  lines, 
who  are  always  well  informed  in  this  matter,  antici- 
pating a  heavy  increase  from  the  British  Islands  as 
well  as  the  Continent.  Hismarck's  tariff  and  military 
preparations  must  stimulate  the  German  movement, 
while  the  agricultural  distress  in  Ireland  and  the 
industrial  depression  in  England  can  scarcely  fail  to 
swell  the  exodus  from  that  quarter.—  N.  Y.  Com. 
Bulletin. 

Coffee  planters  in  Ceylon  are  threatened  with 
a  new  and  formidable  enemy.  Mr.  Edmund 
Woodhouse  writes  that  his  manager,  Mr.  Robb, 
on  the  Debeddc  estate  in  Badalla,  drew  is  attention 
lo  something  on  the  coffee  branches,  which  he  took 
at  first  to  be  the  ordinary  black  bug.  Closer 
examination,  and  a  reference  lo  the  director  of  the 
Peradeniya  Gardens,  revealed  the  fact  that  the 
new  foe  to  coffee  was  the  lac  insect.  The  result  of 
Ihe  attack  of  the  insect  is  a  weakness  of  the 
branches,  loss  of  leaves,  and  the  gradual  killing  of 
the  tree.  The  incrustation  is  very  like  old  black 
bug,  but  when  rubbed  with  the  finger  "  it  is  found 
lo  be  almost  a  solid  deposit  of.  red  gum,  which 
leaves  a  carmine  stain  on  the  finger."  —  Exchange. 

The.  Arctic  Ice  Company  of  Boston,  U.  S.,  turns 
out  between  ten  and  twelve  thousand  pounds  of  ice 
per  day,  which,  they  are  under  contract  to  deliver  at 
half  a  cent  a  pound.  The  process  employed  by  the 
company  is  said,  lo  be  the  cheapest  known  to  science 
at.  the  present  day.  The  cost  of  manufacturing  is 
only  eighty-five  cents  a  ton,  or  about  four  cents' arid 
a  quarter  a  hundred  pounds.  As  it  is  sold  in  bulk 
at  ten  dollars  a  ton,  the  margin  of  profit  is  nine  dol- 
lars and  fifteen  cents  on  each  two  thousand  pounds. 
The  ice  comes  out  innnge  oblong  blocks,  thirty-two . 
inches  in  length  and  twelve  inches  square..  There  is  ' 
space  in  the  freezing  chest,  so  to  speak,  for  four  hun- 
dred and!  eighty  of  these  blocks,  amounting  in  weight 
lo  thirty  thousand  pounds.  As  it  requires  seventy- 
two  hours,  however,  from  the  time  ihe  water  is 
poured  into  the  cans  until  it  is  turned  out  again  in  ■ 
solid  form,  only  one-third  of  the  quantity  is  produced 


—The  expense  oflighting  the  streets  and  public  . 
squares  of  this  city  with  gas  during  the  month  of 
September  was  51,6041536, 
■  —The  announcement  was  made  in  the  Senate  on 
ihe  20th  that  Ihe  third  volume  ol  commercial  statis- 
tics relative  to  the  fiscal  year  1871-2,  is  now  ready  for 
distribution.  That  is  all  right  as  far  as  it  goes,  but  - 
hns  it  occurred  to  ihe  chief  of  the  commission  on 
statistics  that  he  is  just  seven  years  behind  time? 

-Decree  No.  7,517,  of  October  18,  1879,  grants 
a  concession  for  a  metre-gauge  railway  between 
Maceid  and  Villa  da  Imperalriz  in  the  province  of 
Alagoas,  to  Manoel  Joaquim  da  Silva  Leao  and 
Domingos  Moitinho.  The  government  grants  an 
interest  guarantee  of  7  per  cent,  per  annum  on  a 
capital  fixed  in  accordance  with  decree  6,995  of 
August  10,  1878. 

—From  letters  just  received  from  the  Commissao 
Hydrauhca,  we  learn  that  the  examinations  of  the 
Siio   Francisco  river  are    progressing  much  more 
rapidly  than  was  anticipated.   It  has  been  found  that 
Hie  difficulties  in  the  way  of  obtaining  a  steamboat 
navigation  as  far  up  as  Cnbrobo,  tbe  point  reached 
September  27,  thirty.oue  leagues  above  Jatobd,  are 
cli  less  than  had  generally  been  reported. 
-The  last  number  of  the  ffevjt/a  Ilhistrada  gives 
solution  to  the   "masonic  abjuration"  s.tory  of 
neral  Osorio  which    undoubtedly  contains  the 
whole  gist  of  the  matter.     Osorio  was  too  popular 
a  man  for  the  church,  and  it  knew  weli  that  to  refuse 
the  Inst  rites  of  the  church  over  his  body  wonld  be 
simply  suicidal.     To  avoid  the  appearance  of  yield- 
ing, and  as  the  Revista  suggests,  to  secure  the  large 
number  of  masses  sure  to  be  offered  in  Ins  memory, 
the  scandalous  story  of  his  abjuration  of  masonry 
was  manufactured  aud  published. 

—A  cold  blooded  murder  and  robbery  took  place  s 
on  the  Providencin  hill  during  Ihe  night  of  the  14th 
inst.  The  victim  was  a  German  jeweller  named  ■ 
Carlos  Constantino  Sciiultz,  who  resided  on  this  hill 
at  No.  18,  entirely  alone.  This  seems  to  have  been 
known  by  the  assassins,  and  they  improved  their 
opportunity  to  both  murder  the  unfortunate  man 
and  pillage  his  house.  Tbe  left  side,  of  Schuln's 
Head  was  crushed  in  by  a  blow  from  some  blunt 
instrument.  When  the  crime  was  discovered  he 
was  speechless,  and  died  on  the  15th,  after  having 
been  taken  to  the  hospital.  The  police  are  taking 
measures  to  discover  the  erimiuals.  Would  it  not 
l)e  wise  to  improve  the  police  force  also  and  to  liave 
these  unfrequented  places  better  patrolled  ?. 

—We  are  glad  to  notice  that  the  Botanical  Gardens 
railway  company  has  recently  finished  the  relaying 
ofits  entire  line  with  new  steel  rails— 43  pounds  to 
Ihe  yard.  The  work  has  been  done  under  the  su- 
pervision of  the  company's  engineer,  Mr.  Charles 
Glanville,  C.  E.,  and  has  been^lone  so  excellently 
that  Ihe  line  may  justly  be  considered  as  one  of  the 
the  world.  In  addition  to  the  re-paving  of  the 
made  necessary  by  the  re-laying  of  the  rails, 
the  company  has  leveled  and  paved  eight  kilometres, 
of  road  at  its  own  expense.  The  excellence  of  the' 
ivork  done  reflects  high  credit  on  the  care  and 
:horoughness  of  the  engineer's  supervision.  We 
refer  to  tins  all  the  more  gladly  because  the  example 
of  this  line  in  employing  a  competent,  engineer  to 
superintend  its  work  should  influence  the  other 
tramway  lines  in  this  city  to  do  the  same.  We  un- 
derstand that  Mr,  Glanville  soon  returns  to  England 
on  a  threeor  four  months' leave  of  absence.

—Complaints  are  made  by  some  of  the  residents 
of  Catumby  that  there  has  been  no  public  supply  of 
water  for  two  or  three  weeks  while,  during  that  time, 
many  proprietors  of  gardens,  etc.,  have  had  an 
abundance.  The  poor  people  have  beeii  compelled 
to  buy  water,  paying  500  reis  to  1$  per  barril  for  it. 
Evidently  the  water  fiscal  of  that  suburb  requires  a 
little  official  attention. 

"  —The  contract  between  the  municipal  council  and 
Nunes  de  Olivcira  &  Co.  for  the  establishment  of 
cattle  yards  in  this  city,  which  was  sent  to  the  min- 
ister, of  empire  for  approval,  has  been  rejected, 
The  contract  provided  for  an  establish  men  t  to  which 
allcattle  should  he  sent  to  be  weighed  and  sold. 
The  contractors  were  to  have  a  duty  of  three  reis 
per  kilo  on  the  gross  weight  of  the  cattle,  one-third 
of  which  was  to  be  paid  into  the  municipal  treasury 
every  fifteen  days.  Of  course  the 'con  tractors  claim 
some  invention  ni  their  establish  men t  upon  wnich 
tho  concession  and  tax  were  asked.  Among  other 
reasons  the  government  very  properly  refuses  to 
grant  its  approval  because  the  concession  will 
conflict  with  the  new  abattoir  now  building  at  Sanla 
Cruz,  because  it  will  endanger  public  health  in  the 
city,  nnd  because  it  will  increase  the  cost  ol  -fresh 
meat.  And  there  should  be  added,  because  the  gov- 
ernment objects  to  every  job  of  this  desmptimi 
which  robs  the  people  without  affording  them  the 
slightest  benefit.

— The  provincial  assembly  of  Mnranlirto  opened 
ils  session  on  Hie  22ml  tilt. 

—The  old  Fcrro  Curds  uoLiiuimy,  of  Marcinhfio, 
litis  goiii;  into  li<i nidation. 

—On  tlio  291)1  iilt  thafe  were  five  Brazilian  and 
one  British  steamers,  iuul  live  sailing  vessels  in  the 
port  of  Maranhlo. 

—The  president  of  the  province  of  Amtuonas  has 
called  an  extraordinary  session  of  llie  provineial  as 
sembly  for  the  14th  of  January  nest. 

—The  president  of  Rio  Grande  do  Norte  lias  given 
official  notjefi  that  there  will  be  no  further  pu'fli  re- 
lief after  tlie  end  of  the  present  month. 

—Late  advices  from  Campinas  report  widespread 
injury  from  drouth  in  the  corn  plantations,  of  liiat 
district. 

—  Malarial  fevers  ami  measles  and  small-pox  are 
raginy  in  many  iot"diLies  lliinu^liout  tlic  interim'  of 
the  province  ofFara, 

—The  pre-sident  of  I'ar.'i  has  suspended  the  muni- 
cipal council  of  Breves  because  of  various  charges 
made  against  it. 

—The  Ayua  Verde  station  on  I  lie  llatniilL'  mil- 
way  u'as  i^iau^iirateil  on  tlio  2K1I1  ill!.,  with  Lhe  cust- 
omary ceremonies. 

—Tile  eu.-itom  bouse  receipts  at  fortale/a  for  the 
month  of  September  were  134,  I40$26i,  against 
S7,3Ii$885  daring  the  same  month  of  last  year. 

—The  Rio  Grande  custom-house  receipts  for  the 
month  of  September  were  i53,6iS$b'49;  same  month 
of  last  year  135,869^041. 

— Manoel  Cardozo  Sonres,  of  Nova  Almeida,  prov- 
ince of  Espifito  Santo,  was  recently  imprisoned  two 
hours  for  flogging  an  Indian  woman. 

—The  municipal  million  Lies  of  1'elolas,  Rio  Grande 
do  Sul,  arc  taking  steps  for  the  erection  of  a  bronze 
statue  to  General  Osorio  in  that  cily. 

—At  Capoeiras,  district  of  Lagoa  Vermcllia,  Rio 
Grande  do  Sul,  an  Italian  named  Joao  Foth  recently 
killed  Joao  Paclteco  with  a  stone. 

—The  bishop  of  Para  has  petitioned  the  provin- 
cial president  against  the  coming  JIj/i; i<i(  Nazareth. 
He  has  also  issued  a  pastoral  letter  counseling  the 
people  to  abandon  the  celebration. 

—The  journals  of  Para  are  complaining  of  the 
insecurity  of  life  and  property  in  that  city,  Crimes 
of  the  most  aggravating  and  mysterious  character 
are  of  daily  occurrence. 

—The  Ci  in  A I  If  uu ,  of  Cruz  Aim,  Rio  Grande  do 
Sul,  says  that  during  the  week  ending  August  31st, 
one  troop  of  6oo  mules  was  sold  at  an  average  price 
of  40$  per  head. 

—The  captain  of  the  American  packet  City  of  Rio 
tie  Janeiro  was  fined  200$  for  leaving  that  port  on 
her  last  voyage  without  the  required  clearance  paper 
from  the  custom  house. 

—The  Epochs,  of  Amparo,  province  of  Sao  Paulo, 
says  that  there  \i  so  much  coffee  at  that  railway  sta- 
tion that  the  company  lias  been  obliged  to  suspend 
receiving  more  until  the  stock  on  hand  can  be 
shipped. 

— A  new  steamer— the  Gaam/yra/iga—w.K  com- 
pleted at  Mnrauhao  on  the  27U1  ulf.  The  vessel 
has  a  length  of  75  feet,  a  width  of  iS  feet,  and  was 
built  for  the  transportation  of  cattle,  of  which  it 
will  carry  70  head, 

—Great  suffering  from  drouth  is  reported  from 
Rezende,  in  this  province.  The  fields  have  dried  up 
so  that  there  is  no  pasturage,  and  the  plantations  are 
being  damaged  to  an  unprecedented  extent  through 
a  lack  of  rain, 

—The  Rio  Grande  correspondent  of  the  Cruzeiro 
says  that  the  maritime  movements  of  that  port  have 
diminished  because  of  the  bad  stale  of  the  bar.  Some 

ships  lane  been  compelled  to  ronmin  in  purl  do  d;iys 
before  they  could  get  away. 

— The  Venezuelan  government  has  appnimed  w 
commission  of  three -'Miguel  Tcjera,  Miguel  Jero- 
nymo  and  Raphael  Koja-i— to  de^ermiiie-ilie  bound- 
aries of  lhe  republic,  This  commission  will  prob- 
ably cooperate  wi'.li  the  !!ra/.ilian  commission  now 
in  lhe  field. 

—The  U.  S.  naval  expedition  for  the  determina- 
tion of  longitudes  on  the  coasts  of  Brazil  is  expected 
soon  al  Para.  A  part  of  lhe  expedition  lias  already 
arrived  under  Lieutenant  Norris,  which  will  be 
employed  in  the  erection  of  an  astronomical  ob- 
servatory.

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During  the  month  of  September  39  vessels 
crossed  the  Rio  Grande  bar  inward  bound.  Their 
nationalities  were ;  Brazilian  20,  British  6,  German 
3,  Dutch  and  Portuguese  2  each,  American,  Bel- 
gian, Danish,  Italian,  Norwegian  and  Spanish  one 
each.

— The  president  ofl'arahyba  has  selected  the  28th 
of  December  next  for  the  primary  election  of  elec- 
tors who  are  to  choose  a  successor  to  Senator  Fred, 
erico  de  Almeida,  deceased.  The  electors  arc  called 
to  meet  on  the  27th  of  January.  This  is  the  election 
which  Senator  Silveirn  Loho  is  trying  to  postpone 
until  some  future  time,  because  of  the  alleged  inter- 
ference of  the  government  in  elections.
